3  ins.  wearily  a  white  shirt,  riding  breeches  and  brown  Jack 
bcoto.  j  thought  that  he  \il.o  the  senior  Officer  as  he  was  the  only  man 
present  r.carii\  a  sword  and  rovclvor.  :jo  was  approximately  22  years  of 
aejo  and  rather  fair  for  u  japi&nese.
